Pavlick, a 76 - year - old re- 
tired postal worker from Bel- 
mont, N.H.,.was arrested in Palm 
Beach, Dec. 14 of that year 
while Kennedy was in the Florida 
resort. In his car were seven 
sticks of dynamite wired together 
with a detonator switch. Pav- 
lick. told officers he planned to 
blow up both himself and Presi- 
dent Kennedy “because of the un- 
derhanded way in which he was 
elected.” • 

Under Observation 

Since his arrest Pavlick has 
been under psychiatric observa- 
tion 'and treatment at the Fed- 
eral Medical Center in Spring- 
field, Mo. 

He has repeatedly demanded 
trial and demanded release on 
the ground that evidence against 
him was illegally obtained. Fur- 
ther psychiatric checks were or- 
dered in a hearing at Miami 
earlier this month. 

In other threat cases: 

Raymond Marion Bradburn, 26, 
of Everett, Wash., was sentenced 
to a five-year term Oct. 14, 1963, 
for writing a demand that Ken- 
nedy give $3 million to' an 
Everett Cemetery or be killed. 
He said he acted while "under 
stress because of a death and

In May, 1963, Virdell Willi ng , 
ham, 33, of Winnsboro, N. C., 
pleaded guilty to threatening the 
President in three letters sent to 
the White House demanding help 
to get back into the military 
service. He said the services had.
